Peking Kxpeditlon Under Seymour

Washington, June 26. — The nary de- 
partment haa received thie following 
cablegram from Admiral Kerapff at 
Taku, June 25: "Relief force which 
left Tien Tain June 10, reported 10 
mllee from Ti(>n Tsln Burroundereil ; 
force left Tiea Tsia 24Ui to render u- 
•iatance." 

Washington, June 26.— After a day 
of uncwtaiiity and suspense, informa 
tlon came with a rush concerning the 
forces operating at Tien Tsin and 
Ctaoee Meklng to break through to Pe- 
king. 

Admiral Kcmpff's dispatch and that 
from Consul Fowler at Chefoo, both 
conflnned the reports that the com 
bined foroM which have been operat 
Ing near Tien Tein entered the city on 
the 28rd. 

Th« admiral added the welcome 
IntAlligenee "loss very small." Thia is 

the relief column including Major Lit- 
tleton Wallpr ibd 130 United States 
marines, wtiich suffered a repul.se on 
their first movement. Beyond the InHel 
•tiiAiBMt of fbur killed and Mven 
wounded, nothing has come as to the 
casualties of this first attaclc, but the

and including 66 American marine.^ 
which went to Peking to gnaird the le 

gatlons Is thought to have got through. 
The second force, about 2,000 under 
Seymour, after making two-thirds of 
the disunce is now back 19 miles from 
Tie*! Tsln adcording to Admiral 
Kempff. Thp force which went again-st 
Tien Tsln, iniludlng Major Waller's 
marines and 400 Ru<<slans was repulsed 
with loss. This was reinforced to 2,000 
mtib and the reinforced body entered 
Tien T.'^ln on the 23rd. On the 24th a 
relief column started to the assistance 
of the force 10 mile.s from Tien Tsin 
These several bodies are widely sep 
arated and show the extent of the pre.-? 
ent field of action. 

Before Secretary H:iy loft for the 
cabinet meeting he had a cable from 
tho Chin«w mliflatier. Mr. Wu. who re- 
newed in formal manner the earnest 
request that foreign troops l)e kept out 
of China until Li Hung Chang could 
reach Peking. This time the reque.st 
was made in a wrtttei) document bear 
ing the signature of the six great vice 
rojrs of China from Canton to Shang 
Tung, including lA Hung Chang him- 
self. The answer of the United States 
governments stands as final, however, 
and the viceroys are informed that 
there can be no abatement of effjrt to 
secure the safety of our officials and 
citizens. 

Mr. Wu looked gloomy on leavir;^ 
the department He bad no news from 

Peking or Tien Tsin. 

General Cbafl'ee Selected. 
The plans of the war department 

were somewhat cleared up by the an 
nouncement that Brigadier General 
Chaffee, one of the regular army of- 
ficers, who participated In the Cuban 
campaign will have command of sue h 
troops us go to China. He leaves witli 
the Sixth cavalry from San Franci.'tco 
on July 1. There will b« mtlUlf at Na- 
gasaki and then if circumstances rr 
quire, the military forces will concen 
trate at Chefoo, whl( h is expe<'ted to 
be the base of military operations. 

The news that the Ninth infantry 
will sail from Manilla for Taku was 
received with pleasure at the war de 
partment. General Corbtn .laid that 
the regiment will compare favorably 
With any similar organisation sent by 
any of the other foreign governments 
in China. The Ninth has been recruit- 
ed to its fullest possible limit of 1,40 
men and is provided with an ample 
supply of machine guns, tantl and 
complete field equipment It goes to 
China prepared for active field service 
and is thoroughly ♦Hiuipped in the mat- 
ter of transportation and subsistence 
Idppllea Ibr a long campaign. The reg- 
iment is oommanded by Colonel Lis- 
cum, one of the bravefrt and most dis- 
creet offlt'er."? In the army. 

The trip from Manilla to Taku will 
M mad* OB tho transports Logan and 
Port Albert, the latter carrying trann- 
portatlon outfit and machine guns. The 
vessels will proceed at their hlghf^t 
rate of speed and are expected to reach 
the Chinese port bf next tfonday or 
Tuesday.

General Review of the Situation 
the Orient. 

London, June 2G. — The pre.S8 dis- 
patch from Chefoo giving Rear Admir- 
al Kempfl's authorlUve announcenient 
of the relief of Tien Tsin June 23 re- 
mained for hours the sole news of tliis 
ociurrence of world-wide impoi'tan' e. 
Later, the Hongkong and Shuugnui 
banks' London brancb received con- 
rmation of the news and at about the 
i»ame time, Ifr. Dawson, a delegate 
from Singapore to the eangi'-.^js of the 
Association of Cliambers ot Couimerte 
of the United Kingdom, now in sesaiou 
here, informed his fellow delegates, 
amid loud cheering, that he had Just 
received a dispatch from his son, an- 
nouncing the relief of Tien Tsin. 

The news reached Berlin later from 
the Oevtoan ooMuI at Chefto, who an- 
nouncdt thittho MM ooIliaiiB eitered 
Tien Tsin during Uie aftertuxjn of Juni' 
28, and started again, June M to reecuv 
Admiral Seymour, who, with the foi- 
elgn mitililsw, imb aaid to b* oecupy- 
ing a position UM miles from Tien 
Thin, where be wtS Surrounded and 
hard pressed by a great force of "Box- 
ers" and Chinese regtilars.

Boer Envoys Ucvitnv the Results of 
Th. ir Work In America. 



THANKFUL FOR AU MVWf SHOWN. 

Assertions of Certain Rugllsh States' 
men as to ttip Attitude of 
People of United States 
Ars Befuted. 



New York, June 2(3. — The Boer rn- 
voy.s who have been in tliis country for 
tbe past two months issued sn address 
to the people of the United States. 
After oxpre.s.-ing regret at their inabil- 
ity to accept msay ot tiM lavitations 
extended to them, they expressed their 
thanks to the American pul)lic for the 
deep .<yini)itny tliey have sliuwn fur 
the cause of the two struggling repub- 
lics. 

Continuing the address sayn: "We 
now feel convinced that the boastful 
allegation of the i !)!i)ni;il .serretary auvl 
other British statesmen that the citi- 
sens of this great country sympathised 
with^tbe British empire In it.s attempt 
to crush the liberty and independence 
of our two ^:m:lll states. Is absolutely 
devoid of truth." 

Tbe address then goes on at great 
length into the history of the relations 
t'ptween Great Britain and the lloers 
which it ch.ircicteri/e.s a.< one of violai- 
ed fa i til and broken pledges cloaked 
under the display of magnanimous sad 
irreproachable principles. Coming 
down to the dLscovery of gold in Jo- 
hannesburg in 1866, the address say.-: 

"Ail the forces of land-greed and 
gold-hunger, stimulated by ths daslrs 
to avenge what is known as ths bat- 
tle of Majuba hill were let loose." 

Then follows a history of the polit- 
ical agitation which culmulated in the 
Jameson raid. "Mr. Chamberlain, Sir 
Alfred Miiner and Mr. Cecil Rhodes." 
continues the address, "are the terri- 
ble dialwllcal trinity wlilch had !)rootl- 
ed over and shaped the destiny of 
South Africa during the oalamitous 
period. These gentlemen combined 
forces BO as to achieve sublety and 
craft and mlsrepreseutations what Dr. 
Jameson and the raiders failed to ob- 
tain by open violence." 

The address declares that the capi- 
talists control the presn of South Af- 
rica and that the editors of tliese .sub- 
sidized Journals were aj^pointed spe- 
'elal correspondents of the princlpsl 
London dallies. The broad charge is 
made that Mr. Chamberlain's revival 
of the suzerainty claim in 1897, his 
public utterances. Sir Alfred Milner's 
.speeches and inflammatory dispatches 
and the efforts of the South African 
League under the presidency of Cecil 
Rhode.'^ wtire all directed towards the 
ultimate destruction of the two Dutch 
republics. 

The address then takfs up the var- 
ious Internal qiiestlons which contrib- 
uted towards the outbreak of the war 
and discussed them in great detail, 
making wholesale denials ot the BBt» 
llsh representation. The address de- 
clares that at the Bloemfontein con- 
ferenrel)oth F'resident .Steyn and PresJ- 
ident Kruger endeavored to avert the 
catastrophes by con -ed Ing even more 
than the original demands on the fran- 
chise question, but their efforts wer.* 
fniit!e-s. 

It is a-serted that the war was forced 
up(m the l?oer.'4 and claim Is advanced 
that they took up arms only in self de- 
fen.<!e. The address contends that that 
the policy of Great Britain was de- 
signedly shaped so aa to oompel the 
Boers to send on the ninth ot October 
what Is commonly known ss their ul- 
timatum to Great Britain. Taking up 
the campaif^n to date the address says: 
"The Bmus may in the end be de- 
feated by overwhelming numbers and 
may ultimately be forced to surrender, 
owing to the difficulty of securing am- 
munition .'iiid provisions, but the con- 
duct of the present war as well as the 
history of the past 100 yean Justi- 
fy us In saying that they will never bo 
conquered." The address concludes by 
sayltig thHt the envoys do not a,sk the 
direct or forcible intervention of the 
United States^ but a eonttBuanes «C 
publtb sympathy and supi>ort. The ad-

KENTUCKY CnOPS. 



Weekly BalletiB of tke Weather Bareaa 
ei tie OBtlesk-Tke Whstt Uu- 
reat- Corn ami TobMCt 
DelBg Well. 

The temperature averaged slightly be- 
low tbe normal and frequent showers 
occurred. The rainfall was heaviest in 
the western portion of the State, where 
it interfered aeriously with tbe wheat 
harveat In other portiona of the State 
harvesting progressed well. In the east- 
ern and central portiona tbe yield of 
wheat will be considerably better than 
was expected, but in the west the out- 
look is very discouiaging. The floods of 
last week beat it down and soaked it, 
and this week tbe rain has kept it wet ; 
in many localitities it is spoiling in the 
shock. 

Corn is generally doing very well, but 
in tbe weatern and weat central counties 

it needs cultivation and the weeds have 
overrun it badly. In low ground, in 
aome leealitlea, tbe weeda ara choking it 
out and the ground is ao W«t ttuK it can 
not be worked. 

Wliat haa been said of corn is in a 
great degree true of tobacco. In the 
west portion great (luantities of dark to- 
bacco in lowlands have been ruined by 
tbe floods of last week and tbe continued 
wet weather this week; in the central 
and eastern portions the tobacco is gen- 
erally in splendid condition and ia mak- 
iog a wonderful growth. * 

Apples are dropping badly and tbe 
outlook for tbe crop ia very poor, but all 
other froltB era doing well. Irish pota- 
toes and garden vegetables are in excel- 
lent condition. Oats, grass and clover 
have made rapid improvement. Farm 
work is very mu( h behind in the west- 
ern portion, but fairly well up in the 
central and eastern portions, except in 
aomelocalitiea. There ia very little com- 
plaint of damage by insects.

Aid Shot Down His Victim in Cold Kiood. 
Partii'olurii of tbe Fratlier lrwin 



Brief mention has been made of the 
mnidwr of Mann Irwin last Saturday 
BMUrthC mouth of Brush Creek, Adams 
Co., 0., by Mark Prather. The latter es- 
caped, and, as stated elsewhere, Mays- 
ville officers ware looking for him. A 
friend of the Bulurin writiog from Con- 
cord gives tbe foUowiag particolan of 
the tragedy: 

"One and a half miles northeast of here 
in Pleasant Bottom, Adama County,

"Mm. btevenson rented the moitof her 
land to Mr. Mann Irwin, formerly of 
Lewie County, and a small portion to 
Mark Prather, late of Manchester. 

''Ueme weeks ago Prather's chickens did 
some damage to Irwin's wheat and corn 
near Prather's house. Irwin reported 
the matter to Mrs. Stevenson and her 
■on. They spolfe to Pmther aboat the 
obickena and he replied 'I will tske eare 
of tbe cliiAkeM, and I will get eyen with 
Irwin.' • 

"As Irwin was Roing to his dinner Sat- 

urday Prather, who wa8 hid in a barn 
near Prather's house, tired fusing a dou- 
ble^barrelihotgiu). Tbe flnt load struck 
Irwin in the side. 

" 'Now,' says Prather, 'as you insulted 
my wife I will Rive you another load.' 

"Irwin replied, 'I did not know I in- 
sulted your wife,' and fell. 

' Irwin died Sunday morning. 

"Prather some years ago struck his 
brother with a bed slat, inflietinga severe 
wound, and tied to the sea coast. Find- 
ing a Teasel wanting a cattle tender he 
hired and was Moon in liTerpooi ; thence 
to London. When his brother got well 
he returned and married a Miss Thomas, 
% lelatiye of thetei and aploe merchant 
of Oincinnat i."
